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PREFACE 


The purpose of this study, begun in October 1979, is to 
Cartographically render those known aspects of the natural and 
cultural features of the Texas coastal areas which might influence 
land use decisions. Since verbal and tabular presentations of 
information often conceal the spatial attributes of phenomena and 
Spatial relationships and constraints are best rendered 
Cartographically, this atlas was planned. The study uses an 
ecological Characterization approach in which Characterizations 
“provide descriptions of the socioeconomic features, biological 
resources and physical processes that comprise a particular coastal 
ecosystem" (Johnston 1978:692). This narrative and its accompanying 
maps On socioeconomic and natural features are one set in a series of 
three constituting the Texas Barrier Islands Region Ecological 
Characterization Atlas, sponsored by the Minerals Management Service 
(MMS) and Fish and Wildlife Service (FWS), both within the U. S. 
Department of the Interior. Other map sets and narratives are 
Biological Resources (FWS/O0BS-82/16) and Mineral Resources and 
selected O0i!f and Gas Infrastructures (FWS/OBS-82/17). The maps are 
designed to supplement the textual materials contained in Texas 
Barrier islands Region Ecological Characterization: A Soc ioeconomic

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SUMMAR Y 


The coastal areas of Texas hav2 doubled in population since 1950, 
and the population of the region is growing at an average rate over 
twice as great as that of the United States. Industry, agriculture, 
fisheries, commerce, settlement, and recreation compete for space in 
this zone, and the task of reconciling individual and corporate inter- 
ests as well as the general welfare is not easy. Indeed, economic and 
political pressures arising out of the conflict over natural-resource 
protection and resource-use make the task of responsible government 
agencies difficult. The data contained on the 16 socioeconomic map 
overlays of the Texas Barrier Islands Region Characterization Atlas 
are part of the effort to present cartographically information that 
can aid in developing policies to facilitate this reconciliation 
process. 


The Texas Barrier Island Region extends from East Bay in Chambers 
County to the Texas-Mexico border. The coastal boundary is the State- 
Federal demarcation line, which in Texas is three leagues offshore to 
approximately 64 km (40 mi) inland. Sixteen U. S. Geological Survey 
planimetric quadrangles at a scale of 1:100,000 covering an area of 
one degree in an east-west direction and half a degree in the north- 
SOuth direction have been used as the base maps for the mylar map 
overlays which constitute tne Socioeconomic and Natural Features. 


Six sets of socioeconomic and cultural themes are mapped in this 
work: conservation, preservation, and recreation areas; point source 
discharges, water quality and sewage facilities; public and military 
lands; historical sites and archaeological areas; major transportation 
networks, major natural and artificial waterways; and the major 
dredge-material disposal sites. 


National policy, state concern, and individual effort have 
created a number of conservation and preservation areas within the 
Texas Barrier Islands Region (TBIR). There are five national wildlife 
refuges occupying 60,222 ha (148,809 ac) and one national seashore 
54,196 ha (133,918 ac) within this region. Except for the Padre 
Island National Seashore, which faces the Guif of Mexico, these 
114,418 ha (282,726 ac) front the inland bay and canal waters for the 
most part. These federal lands occur in 8 of the 16 quadrangles. The 
State of Texas has estabiished 18 parks and recreation areas - 52,804 
ha (130,480 ac) - for the use of visitors and residents of Texas. 
These are found in 9 of the 16 quadrangles. Using the data contained 
in the Texas Parks and Wildlife Department's Regions 24,25,26,28,32,22 
(wnich include a larger intand area than the TBIR), Liebow, Butler, 
Plaut, and associates (1980) found that facilities include 12,134 m 
(19,927 yd) of linear fishing parks, 63 camping parks, and 1,613 doat 
Slips and stalls. The largest majority (95%) of the state parks are in 
rural settings. Private organizations such as Audubon Society and 
Nature Conservancy have bought lands which they manage or have turned 
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Over to federal and state governments. Private foundations have set 
aside areas for scientific study, notably the Rob and Bessie Welder 
Wildlife Foundation (Beeville Quadranyle). As exploitation pressure 
mounts in the TBIRK, such preserves will become more and more valuable. 
Municipalities, county governments, and regional authorities have also 
set aside lands for recreation. 


Large areas for these purposes are enclosed within broken lines 
witn an identifying alphanumeric code on each map overlay. The small 
areas and facilities have been mipped with point symbols and numbers. 
Point symbols and area designations are interpreted in individual map 
narrative details. 


Point source discharges are effluents generated by municipal- 
ities and industries, moved by pipeline or channeled to natural lakes, 
bay waters, estuaries or ocean waters. Occasionally these debouch to 
a processing plant or settling basin and no “discharge” takes place. 
The effects of point source discharye in water quality have been 
various. The Trinity Basin area within the TBIR has relatively few 
point source discharges, and no significant water problems have occur- 
red in that basin. However, high bacterial concentrations in San 
Jacinto River waters have so affected Galveston Bay that nearly half 
the bay is closed to oyster harvesting because of water pollution 
(Anahuac Quadranyle) and major fish kills have occurred in parts of 
the San Jacinto-Brazos Coastal Basin (Houston, Anahuac, and Angleton 
Quadrangles). Generally acceptable water quality is found in the 
central coastal area river basins, but a nigh incidence of fecal 
coliform bacteria is found in the Lavaca Basin caused by livestock 
operations. High fecal coliform levels from municipal wastewater and 
high total dissolved solids due to residual effects of discontinued 
Open-pit discharges of oi] field brine and non-point source effluents 
have affected the water quality in the San Antonio and Nueces Basin 
(Beeville, San Antonio, and Corpus Christi Quadrangles). The Arroyo 
Colorado (Harlingen Quadrangle) receives much of the industrial wastes 
as well as municipal and agricultural wastes of the lower Rio Grande 
Valley lands so that the flows maintained by irrigation water returns 
and municipal effluents are depleted in oxygen and elevated in levels 
of fecal coliforms, nitrogen, phosphorus, and dissolved solids. 


Public and military lands in the TBIR consist primarily of prison 
farms, airports, and military airfields. Texas State Department of 
Corrections utilizes agricultural laboring as an integral part of the 
correction program. Most of the prison farms are in Brazoria and 
Nueces counties and are found on the Houston, Angleton, Port Lavaca, 
and Freeport quadrangles. Airports are found in all quatrangle maps 
of the coast but Baffin Bay and Allyns Bignt quadrangles. The mili- 
tary lands, all airfields, are found in the Houston and Corpus Christi 
area quadrangles. There are ll U. S. Coast Guard Stations situated 
generally at mouths of estuaries and along navigable channels. 


Historical and archaeoloyical areas and sites plotted on these 
map overlays illustrate that American Indian settlements were 
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distributed along the whole of the coast (15 of 16 quadrangles) and 
were generally associated with riparian settings on hign natural 
levees or river terraces. These environments and surrounding lands 
provided a variety of food and shelter resources for the hunting- 
gathering populations. The earliest archaeological finds date from 
the Terminal Pleistocene. These are few in number. After a chrono- 
logical gap extending to 4,000 years before present, the record 
becomes better and extends to historic time. The archaeology of the 
TBIR is not well worked, and much of what has been done has been 
accomplished under the real time constraints of salvage archaeology. 
However, it is clear that the prehistory is far richer and more com- 
plex than earlier understood. Meticulous excavations occur as time 
and monies are available, but it must be understood that the presently 
recognized archaeological areas are not a complete survey and the 
discovery of new areas can be expected. 


Tne rich historical tegacy of this region is preserved in the 
National Register of Historic Places and in the State Historical 
Parks, Sites and Structures. The National Register catalogues sites, 
buildings, districts, structures, and objects of nistorical value. 
The Registry is expanded as value is demonstrated by local groups and 
individuals. The items plotted on this set of map overlays include 
all Registry items recognized by October 31, 1979. While administered 
by the National Park Service, U. S. Department of the Interior, 
activities are supervised in Texas by the Executive Director of the 
Texas Historical Commission. National Register items include such 
features as the Aransas Pass Light Station (Corpus Christi Quad- 
rangle), the Old Brulay Plantation (Harlingen Quadrangle), and the 
Bishops Palace (Galveston Quadrangle). Some 93 items have been 
plotted in the study. The larger number of features are in Harris 
County (Houston Quadrangle), but items on the Register are found in 
nine of the quadrangle areas. 


Many of the features now on the National Register were first 
identified by the State of Texas and designated a State Historical 
Park, Site or Structure. There are three historical parks, three 
historic sites, and two historic structures listed for the TBIR found 
on five quadrangies. No effort was made to plot and list all sites 
marked by official Texas historical markers. These are numerous. 
Those wishing to know more about Texas historical markers should 
consult the Guide to Official Texas Historical Markers published by 
the Texas Historical Commission. Underwater archaeological tracts are 
those bay or Gulf lease tracts which are known to have (or are 
Suspected to contain) one or more underwater wrecks. These have been 
identified in a number of ways, including magnetometer surveys. 





The transportation network and systems are an essential part of 


the infrastructure of the TBIR. They do, and will, play a key role in 
the future growth and development of the region because transportation 
controls access to resources as well as traffic of goods, services, 


and people. 
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The transportation system serving al! the communities of the TBIR 
is the network of highways and reads. Interstate highways 1 ink 
Houston and Corpus “Christi with other Gulf ports and the rest of the 
country. Federal and primary highway networks link together the 
metropolitan industria! centers and tie them to the ship channels and 
ports. Mileage figures of State and local roads are recorded ona 
county-wide basis. According to county figures (which include a 
Slightly larger area than that of the study area), in 1976 the State 
maintained approximately 11,300 km (7,000 mi) of rvads and local 
agencies maintained £1,50U km (32,U0U mi) (Zlatkovicn 1976). All 
Federal and Stete highways have been plotted. Local roads have been 
plotted to illustrate the linkages possibie Setween major roads and to 
Show access to coaStal waters. Park roads heve been plotted when no 
other roads reached the store. Wo major roads exist on the barrier 
islands chain; Galveston island has more roads serving the population 
than any of tne other coastal islands. The building of highways 
impacting bays and estuaries has been restricted by economic con- 
Straints, the State Duilding roads and bridges only when they could be 
justified by use. Critical decisions will have to be made in view of 
growth predictisas concerning new road systems in wetlands and 
islands, baianc ing rignts cf the population for access and resource 
exploration with environmental protection comerns. 


Seven Clzess | line-haul railroads and three Class 7 line-haul 
railroads serve the TBIR. According to county ficures for an area 
that exceeds the TBIR area, the trackage in 1976 was 4,591 km (2,853 
mi) (Texas Almanac 1979). The greatest concentration of rail service 
is in the Houston, Angleton, and Galveston quadrangles, which contain 
62.6% of the area trackage (Liebow et al. 1980). Houston is the major 
hub, and important rail centers are Galveston, Corpus Christi, and 
Brownsville, 


Waterways carry the greatest volume of commercial transportation 
in the TBIR. There are seven deep-draft ship channels: Houston, 
Texas City, Galveston, Freeport, Matagorda, Corp. Christi, and 
Brownsville. tlie Houston Ship Channei accounts for aout 23% of the 
total area traffic (Liebow et al. 1980). The Corpus Christi Cnannel 
accounts for the second largest amount (some 12). There are 14 
Shallow draft channels in the region, most located in the northern 
half of the coast from Anahuac to Corpus Christi. These are Anahuac, 
Trinity River, Cedar Creek, Clear Creek, Dickinson Bayou, Chocolate 
Bay, San dernard River, Colorado River, Palacios, Victoria, Rockport, 
Port Mansfield, Arroyo Colorado, and Port Isabel. There are, in 
addition, smaller channels and canals in use for coastwise shipping 
and boat traftic. ihese also have been mapped. 


Six deep harbdor areas are located in the TBIR: Houston, Texas 
City, Galveston, Freepurt, Corpus Christi, and Brownsville. The Port 


Of Houston is the ‘argest in the area and third largest in the Nation. 
The Port of Galveston 1s the *econd largest in the TUIR. 
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The Gulf Intracoastal Waterway (GIWW) is the longest of the 
artificial waterways in tne region. Begun in the 1930's for the 
purpose of commercial transport, the GIWW today serves fishing and 
recreational craft as well. One third of the total length of the GIWw 
occurs in the TBIR and, including the stretch east of the TBIR in 
Texas, it carries 63% of the total GIWW traffic tonnage recorded in 
1977 (Liebow et al. 1980). 


Perennial streams and lakes are Common in the TBIR east of the 
40" isohyet of average annual precipitation. In the southern third of 
the region, perennial streams are not Common although permanent pools 
of fresh and brackish water are found all along the coast. 


All navication channels are susceptible to filling, thus requir- 
ing maintenance activities which include dredging. The management of 
dredging activities and dredged material disposal is of critical 
importance in the wise use of the TBIR area. An attendant problem is 
the design and construction of landfill. The management of landfill, 
dredging, and dredged-material disposal is one of the most significant 
ways in which estuarine environments and coastal wetlands have been 
modified. 


Management of dredging and dredged material within navigable 
waters is administered by the Corps of Engineers, U. S. Department of 
the Army. Public notices are required for any maintenance dredging 
activities. Notices are distributed to all interested State and 
Federal agencies and known interested persons to assist in developing 
facts and recommendations concerning the proposed continuation of 
maintenance dredging activities. Laws under which the proposed 
dredging is reviewed include: Federal Water Pollution Control Act, 
Coastal Zone Management Act of 1972, National Environmental Policy Act 
of 1969, Fish and Wildlife Act of 1956, Fish and Wildlife Coordination 
Act, Migratory Marine Game Fish Act, Endangered Species Act of 1973, 
and the National Historic Preservation Act of 1966. Disposal plans 
are courdinated with the Administrator, Environmental Protection 
Agency. With public notice announcements are maps outlining areas 
designated for potential dredged-material dispcss’ Dredging by 
Others (notably by the private sectors associated wich the oi], gas, 
and petrochemical industries) is regulated by the Department of the 
Army permit program. The areas permitted for active dredged-material 
disposal have been plotted from the public notices and the NOAA smal] 
craft charts. 


Dredged-material deposition sites associated with the 
construction of drainage and irrigation canals have been plotted in a 
few quadrangles. These are limited to the rice and sugar cane areas 
of the TBIR. Recently, environmental impact statements have been 


required for all such projects. It is recognized that navigation 
channels are of vital importance to the transportation system, but 
Since their construction and maintenance can be a threat to the 
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productivity of coastal wetlands, great care needs to be exercised in 
the permitting of such activities.

INTRODUCTION 


The study area for the Texas Bar- 





rier Islands Region Ecological Charac- 





terization Atias extends from the east- 
ern end of East Bay, Texas to the 
Texas-Mexico border. Tne offshor 
boundary is the State-Federal demarca- 
tion line, and the inland boundary is 
approximately 40 miles inland, includ- 
ing, among others, the coastal counties 
of Chambers, Galveston, Brazoria, 
Matagorda, Calhoun, Aransas, Refugio, 
San Patricio, Nueces, Kleberg, Kenedy, 
Willacy, and Cameron. 





Three sets of maps were produced 
to display information that will assist 
land-use planners and coastal decision 
makers. The three maps are 1) Socio- 
economic and Natural Features, 2) Min- 
eral Resources and Selected Oi] and Gas 
Infrastructures, and 3) Biological 
Resources. 


Tnis text addresses the map of 
"Socioeconomic and Natural Features," 
which is composed of 1:100,U00 base map 
overlays. The socioeconomic and cul- 
tural themes on this map are grouped 
under six sub-headings: 


1) conservatioa, preservation, 
and recreation areas - including boat 
launch sites; 

2) point source discharges, 
water quality and sewage facilities; 

3) public and military lands; 

4) historical and archaeological 
areas and sites; 

5) mayor transportation networks 
and major natural and artificial water- 
ways; and 

6) major dredge material dis- 
posal sites. 


Table 1 lists the themes mapped 
on the Socioeconomic map and their 
presence or absence on each of the 
Sixteen map overlays. An “X" repre- 
sents one or more features of this 
theme plotted on the map. A blank 
indicates a lack of information from 
field-checking and literature review. 
When the theme is not applicable (e.g., 
underwater archaeological sites in 
inland areas), N/A has been used. When 
no information on a particular feature 
was found within a specific map area 
and, therefore, no data have been com- 
piled on the map, “no data” is indi- 
cated in the Map Narrative Detail. 


The legend for this set of Atlas 
maps is given in Table 2. The symbols 
were designed for easy recognition and 
to be easily visible on mylar overlays 
placed on the base maps. 


Included in the Federal reserva- 
tion and recreation lands are national 
wildlife refuges and the national sea- 
shore on Padre Island. State preserva- 
tion and recreation lands and sites in- 
Clude wildlife management areas, parks, 
recreation areas, and fishing piers. 
The wildlife management areas have been 
developed to preserve critical habitats 
for individual species or groups of 
species. These are administered by the 
Texas Parks and Wildlife Department, 
which also administers the parks, rec- 
reation areas, and piers. 


By definition state parks are 
"spacious areas of outstanding natural 
or scenic character, often containing 
archaeological, ecological or geologi- 
cal values, selectively developed to

A few parks are valued fcr their his- 
toric significance such as Varner Hogg 
State Historical Park (Angleton Quad- 
rangle). State recreation areas are 
“relatively natural areas having the 
best available scenic quality, which 
are usually associated with water 
resource oriented, unstructured, out- 
door recreation opportunities serving 
regional or statewide needs.” State 
fishing piers are sites “along the 
Texas Gulf coast and bays which provide 
regional recreation fishing opportunity 
through pier-type structure but lack 
sufficient land base to support exten- 
sive recreational development" (Texas 
Parks and Wildlife Department 1979). 


Private preservation lands and 
sites include National Audubon Society 
preserves, private foundation lands, 
and personal family areas given over to 
public use. These are found on nine 
quadrangles. 


County and municipal parks are 
recreation areas administered by local 
jurisdictions and may take several 
forms. They may be sports parks in- 
Cluding golf links, zoos, and open 
Spaces with planted and spontaneous 
vegetation having picnic areas and 
paths arranged within them. Swimming 
pools have not been noted except when 
associated with another facility. 
Tnese are characteristically small in 
size and have been represented by point 
Symbols. They are found on all but two 
quadrangles. 


Outdoor recreation facilities 
include marinas aS well as other conm- 
mercial recreation services. These are 
identified by name in the map narrative 
details and are found on all but two 
quadrangles. Occasionally one of these 
facilities is called a park such as the 
W. T. Davis Park (Houston Quadrangle). 





Since it is a Commercial facility, it 
is listed in this section. Most of the 
information for these features has been 
taken from Marinas on the Texas Gulf 
Coast (Crompton et av. 1976) and the 
Region maps prepared by personnel of 
tne Texas Parks and Wildlife Depart- 
ment. 





Tne point source discharge and 
water quality and sewage treatment 
categorics were taken from the Texas 
Water Quality Board definitions. These 
are Municipal Sewage Treatment and 
Water Treatment facility, discharge; 
Industrial facility, discharge; and 
Power Plant, discharge. The terms are 
Straight forward. Where there is no 
discharge ata facility, that is noted 
(as in Municipal Sewage Treatment 
Facility, no discharge; Municipal Water 
Treatment, no discharge; Industrial, no 
discharge; and Power Plant, no dis- 
Charge). No discharge occurs in self- 
contained facilities whicn recycle the 
wastes. Only Allyns Bight Quadrangle 
has no point source discharges. 


Public and military lands and 
installations include state prison 
farms, airports, military fields, and 
United States Coast Guard Stations. 
These are found throughout the Texas 
Barrier Islands Region. 


The historical sites and archae- 
Ological areas include parks, sites, 
and structures of historical interest, 
and lands known or expected to be rich 
in archaeological finds. Underwater 
archaeological sites are listed by bay 
or Gulf lease block number. The his- 
torical sites include all facilities 
listed in the National Register and 
those areas set aside by the State of 
Texas. The state historical parks are 
those areas established largely to 
“preserve and interpret sites, events, 
persons or objects and which are of 
sufficient size to completely include 
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the historic feature” yet permit 
development of substantial recreation 
facilities (such as San Jacinto Battle- 
ground). The historic sites have the 
Same purpose of preservation and inter- 
pretation, but they are of limited size 
such as the Lipantitlan historical 
archaeological site. The histor. 
Structures are areas of limited size 
which are established to preserve 
Structures “embodying the distinguish- 
ing characteristics of an architectural 
type which are inherently valuable for 
the study of a period, style or method 
of construction” (such as tne Fulton 
Mansion). 


The major transportation networks 
include highways and roads, class 1 and 
Class 2 line-haul railroads and port 
railroads. The waterways include navi- 
gation channels, main irrigation and 
Jrainage canals, rivers, and their 
first tributaries. Major dredged- 
material disposal sites are those 
identified from NOAA charts and from 
public notices issued during the 
permitting process of the Department of 
the Army. 


The maps were compiled at a 
mesoscale (1:100,000) on United States 
Geological Survey (USGS) planimetric 
base maps printed on mylar. Theme data 
were plotted on diazo copies of the 
base maps, and the information was then 
transferred to mylar overlays which 
were punch registered with the USGS 
base maps. The names of the 16 base 
maps from northeast to south are: 
Anahuac Quadrangle (Houston northeast), 
Houstun Quadrangle (Houston northwest), 
Galveston Quadrangle (Houston south- 
east), Angleton Quadrangle (Houston 
sOuthwest), £1 Campo Quadrangle (Seguin 
southeast), Freeport Quadrangle (Bay 
City northwest), Port Lavaca Quadrangle 
(Beeville northeast), Goliad Quadrangle 
(Beeville northwest), San Antonio Bay 
Quadrangle (Beeville southeast), Allyns 


Bight Quadrangle (Corpus Christi north- 
east), Beeville Quadrangle (Peeville 
Southwest), Corpus Christi Quadrangle 
(Corpus Christi northwest), Baffin Bay 
Quadrangle (Corpus Christi southwest), 
Port Mansfield Quadrangle (Brownsville 
north half of north half), Harlingen 
Quadrangle (Brownsville sovth half of 
north half), and finally Brownsville 
Quadrangle (Brownsville north half of 
south half). The quadrangle area and 
counties of the Texas Barrier Island 
Region are shown in figures 1 and 2. 


The principal sources used to 
locate the conservation, 
preservation, and recreation areas and 
sites were Texas Coastal Sanctuaries 
(National Audubon Society, n.d.); 
Concept Plan: Unique Wildlife 
Ecosystems of fexas (U. S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service 1979b); the draft 
Region Maps on which are located parks 
and recreation areas prepared by the 
State Historical Commission; NOAA small 
craft charts for the Texas coast; 
Marinas on the Texas Guif Coast 














(Crompton et al. 1976); and an 
unpublished computer printout of 
coastal parks and recreation facilities 
from the Texas Parks and Wildlife 
Department, dated June 12, 1980. 
Because of the ephemeral nature of many 
of the recreational enterprises, we 
expect that we have not been able to 
plot all the facilities. Some 
enterprises plotted may have yone out 
of business by the time this study has 
been published. Boat launch locations 
were compiled from NOAA small craft 
charts, Doran and Brown's (1975) A 
Recreational Guide to the Central Texas 





Coast, and informed reports and field 
checking. These must be underreported 
although care has been taken to mke 
the mapping as complete as possible. 
Improved boat launches have paved ramps 
cr other devices to improve service to 
the boating public.

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The locations for point source 
discharges were extracted from the 
basin series of maps published by tne 
Texas Water Quality Board in 1977 anda 
Computer printout of state permit sub- 
Systems dated April 11, 1980, provided 
by Dr. Clyde Bohmfalk, Chief, water 
Quality Planning of the Texas Depart- 
ment of Water Resources. 


Public and military lands were 
identified from USGS topographic maps, 
Texas State Highways, General Highway 
Maps (1/2 scale) and two sheets of the 
Texas General Land Office's 1976 Texas 


Coastal me negement Program map series. 
e storical and archaeological sites 


were taken from the Texas General Land 
Office 1975 map--Historical and Archae- 
ological Sites, Plates 8A and 8B, which 
were updated for the State by staff 
archaeologist Bob Wilson (courtesy of 
Dr. Curtis Tunnell); the Reyion Maps; 
and The National Register of Historic 





Places in Texas, published by the 
Texas Historical Commission in 1979. 
Additional sites were plotted from 
"Additions and Corrections to National 
Register Listing through October 31, 
19°79". Where a State Historical Park, 
Site, or Structure was also an item on 
the National Register, it was plotted 
as on the National Register and not 
listed e] sewhere, hence the term “none 
Others” found on some map details. The 
actual or potential underwater sites 
were identified by lease block numbers 
by Dr. Barto Arnold, State Underwater 
Arcnaeologist. 





Transportation and waterway net- 
works were wel] documented, and thus 
easily plotted; but the inclusion of 
pertinent dredged-disposal sites was 
more difficult. The major highways 
were taken from the 1980 State Hiyhway 
Map. Some minor roads, including 
private roads, were mapped when they 
were the only ones giving access to the 
coastal waters. Details were taken 
from General Highway maps of the 


coastal counties produced by the Texas 
Highway Department. Railroads were 
taken from the highway maps and USGS 
topogravhic maps, as were the perennial 
Streams (main stem and first tribu- 
taries only), main navigation Canals, 
principal irrigation and drainage 
Canals, and the perennial lakes. Major 
dredged material disposal sites were 
taken from the NOAA small craft charts, 
USGS topographic maps, and maps accom- 
panying public notices of maintenance 
dredging from different parts of the 
coast, furnished by Col. James Sigler, 
District Engineer, Galveston District, 
Corps of Engineers, Department of the 


Army. 


Two field checks were made during 
the mapping process. The trips fol- 
lowed the compilation phase and served 
to clarify points of confusion in the 
literature, as well as to locate infor- 
mation otherwise not available. 


Compilation and map design con- 
ventions used in this study are those 
in general use among cartographers; 
also, some conventions were specially 
developed for these maps. The 
information on the maps includes linear 
features which are represented by lines 
of different weights, areas which have 
been delineated by dashed lines, and 
smaller areas or locations which are 
represented by point symbols on the 
map . 


Linear representations include 
shorelines, voth coastal and lacus- 
trine, and banks for large rivers. 
Highways are labeled by number and 
listed as Federal and State highways, 
farm-to-market, park, and private roads 
in the map narrative detail. Railroads 
are represented by abbreviation and the 
names listed in the map narrative 
detail for each sheet. Navigation 
Channels are labeled by initials inter- 
preted in the map narrative detail. 
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Areas are surrounded by a broken 
line and are identified vy an alpna- 
numeric symbol placed within spaces on 
the line, with the bottom of the let- 
ters and numbers facing inside tie 
area. When two or more areas have a 
Common boundary, the alpha-numerics are 
alternately positioned on the line. If 
two delineated areas are adjacent, the 
alpha-numerics are facing different 
directions indicating the direction of 
the center of the respective areas. 
Areas have been indicated as precisely 
as infurmation allowed except for the 
archaeological areas. These, because 
of their vulnerability to destructive 
exploitation, have been indicated by 
broadly bounded areas containing num- 
bers of sites. — wrecks and 
other underwater archaeological sites 
have been identified by the bay or 
lease block number, which has been 
placed in the center of the relevant 
lease block. In many cases, the symbol 
Shows a@ potential site or sites, and 
may not represent an actual site. Many 
presently unknown archaeological sites 
probably exist, and the areas mapped 
Should not be considered an exhaustive 
representation of all potentially 
important archaeological sites along 
the coast. 


Small areas, including National 
Register listings, recreation sites and 
boat launches are identifed by point 
Symbols. Point symbols are either 
placed on the site or close by, with an 
arrow to the site. Where there is con- 
Siderable congestion because facilities 
are located near one another, some 





Symbols will nave arrows to the site 
where another symbol is located. The 
point symbol indicates location only 
and not areal extent. County ang 
mun*cipal parks were indicated by in- 
dividual point symbols in rural areas 
and identified Dy number. Municipai 
parks were listed in the mp narrative 
details for towns anc smaller cities. 
Small parks were not identified espe- 
cially in the central metropolitan 
ereas of Houston, Corpus Christi, and 
Brownsville. Within a city, one symbol 
may indicate that one or more city 
parks may be found there. In cities 
and smaller towns, the point symbol is 
placed in the general vicinity of the 
actual location since often a precise 
location was not available. 


Map narrative details prepared 
or each sheet of this map include addi- 
tional levels of information within 
each subheading. Some features are 
named or identified by permit number. 
Other items (such as streams and 
canals) are merely noted as present or 
no data. "No data” is used in this 
Study when no information on a parti- 
cular feature was found for a specific 
map area and, thus, no data have been 
compiled on the maps. This situation 
arises either because the feature does 
not exist or because it is not reported 
in the literature consulted. The format 
of each map narrative detail is con- 
sistent to aid in the identification of 
features. The outline presents the 
names of the principal features found 
on each sheet.
